WASHINGTON, D.C. -- A $757,000 gift to establish the "Lobingier Chair of 
Jurisprudence and Comparative Law" has been received by The George Washington 
University from the estate of international jurist Charles S. Lobingier, University 
President Lloyd H. Elliott announced today. 

The funds, which will be used at GW's National Law Center, will support a 
professorship in jurisprudence and comparative law, and related graduate educational 
and research programs. Selection of a law professor to fill the chair is expected 
to be made in the spring for the 1978-79 academic year. 

"It is appropriate that a chair in comparative law -- endowed with a generous 
gift from the estate of a renowned international jurist --be established at an 
institution like George Washington," Dr. Elliott said. "The importance of this 
field of law in international relations and understanding can best be realized at 
a place of learning close to the center of government." 

Charles Lobingier, for whom the chair is named, was an international jurist, 
legal educator and author, who taught civil and comparative law for 13 years (1926- 
1939) at the old National University law school, which became part of GW in 1954. 

He died in 1956 at the age of 89. 

In 1904 Charles Lobingier was appointed by Theodore Roosevelt as a judge of the 
Court of First Instance in the Philippine Islands, a position he held for 10 years.

In 1914 he became a judge of the U.S. Court of China and was the first judge of that 
court to serve the full 10-year term. During his tenure he handled more than 2,000 
cases. He organized the Far East American Bar Association, serving as president 
from 1914-1922; secured the passage of an act creating the office of U.S. Commissioner 
of China; and promulgated an extraterritorial remedial code to govern procedure of 
American courts in China. 

Upon completion of his term in China, he returned to the United States and in 
1925 was appointed special assistant to the U.S. Attorney General. While in that 
position, he drafted commercial legislation for Cuba. Charles Lobingier retired 
as a Securities and Exchange Commission officer in 1946. Then 80, he was sent to 
Korea where he wrote the codification of law for the United States Military 
Government in Korea. 

His books included "The Peoples Law" (1910); "Evolution of Roman Law" (1928); 
and "The Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite" (1932).

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- "Printing Impact on Man," an exhibit tracing the 
development and impact of printing technology from early manual to modern 
electronic stages, will be on display from January 5 thru February in The 
George Washington University Library, 22nd and H Sts.

Items on display will include replicas of hand held molds used for 
casting type in the 1400's, a keyboard linotype machine, models of 
printing presses, an 18th century book press, a mint condition Washington 
Press ca. 1830, two pages of the Gutenberg bible, hand-colored Currier 
and Ives prints, and original hand-engraved Intaglio plates that show 
printing as an artistic medium. Also included in the exhibit is the 
unusual kenaf plant, a substitute for trees in the manufacture of paper 
pulp.
